(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture-.) 
The roundheaded apple-tree borer, 
the most destructive of a number of 
similar pests, causes much damage 
to apple orchards in the eastern hall 
of the United States. 
It docs not 
confine its destructive methods solely 
to apple trees, but feeds on ct lier 
fruit trees, as well as service, \ lid 
crab and mountain ash, which makes 
it advisable to cut out these la ‘cr 
varieties for a distance of at least a 
hundred yards from the orchard. 
The presence of the borers is easily 
detected. 
Sawdustlike castings of a 
reddish color are thrown out through 
small holes in the bark as the bor rs 
feed. 
Heaps of these castings found 
at the base of apple, pear or quince 
trees are always an evidence that the 
trees need immediate attention. 
Fre­ 
quently an examination of an orchard 
Induced by finding one tree with east­ 
ings at the base will reveal the fact 
that many trees are affected and that 
serious injury has already been done. 
Ordinarily the parent beetle lives 
about 40 or 50 days. 
It is about three- 
fourths of an inch in length, light 
brown in color above, with two broad 
white bands joined in front, extending 
the full length of the back; the un­ 
derparts and front of the head are 
white. 
The females rarely fly any 
considerable distance, so that if the 
immediate vicinity of an orchard can 
be kept free from them, there is little 
danger of a serious infestation. 
W orm ing to Be Thoroughly Done. 
The most common method of rid 
ding an orchard of these pests is to 
cut away the bark sufficiently to trace 
the burrows made by tho borer. 
A 
hooked wire is then inserted into the 
burrow and the insect pulled out. 
If 
made with care, the wound in the tree 
caused 
by 
this 
process 
will 
heal 
readily. 
The castings at the base of 
the tree serve as an indication of the 
presence of the borers. 
Where the 
burrows are curved or obstructed in 
some way so that the wire cannot be 
inserted, cotton hatting dipped in car­ 
bon bisulphid should be inserted and 
the hole then 
plugged 
with 
moist 
earth. 
The gas from the carbon bi­ 
sulphid will penetrate all parts of the 
burrow' and kill the borer. 
In exten­ 
sive orchards where worming is done 
on a large scale by promiscuous labor 
some of the helpers are likely to be­ 
come careless and overlook or neglect 
lo destroy an occasional borer. Every 
female so overlooked stands a good 


to prevent the beetles laying their 
eggs. 
Pure white lead and raw lin­ 
seed oil, mixed rather thick, will not 
injure the trees, and when applied to 
young, smooth bark, will form a pro­ 
tective coat during the egg laying sea­ 
son. It is probable that this is a more 
effective method than wrapping the 
trees with building paper, cotton bat­ 
ting, cloth or other materials some­ 
times used for this purpose. 
Before 
painting, however, the earth should be 
removed from the base of the tree for 
a depth of from three to four inches. 
The surface of the trunk thus exposed 
should be first scraped and painted 
and the earth then replaced.

Ideal Place for Coops and Brooders-- 
Double Use May Be Made of 
Sunflower Plants. 


All will agree that an ideal place for 
coops, colony coops and brooder coops 
is in a well grown orchard. There the 
chicks have shade from the hot noon­ 
day sun, but since every farm or poul­ 
try yard has not an orchard the ques­ 
tion of shade must be given some con­ 
sideration. 
If there is no natural shade, coops 
placed between rows of sunflowers will 
provide the chicks shade. 
Sunflowers 
grow* rapidly, provide good shade and 
the seeds make good winter food for 
the poultry. 
However if one cannot 
plant sunflowers and there is no shade 
for the chickens, muslin or old burlap 
stretched over high poles will provide 
shade. 
Anything that will 
cast a 
shadow, so as to provide a place for 
the chickens to rest in during the heat 
of the day. Fruit trees always do well 
when planted in chicken yards, espe­ 
cially when the ground is kept dug up 
around them. By all means remember 
to provide some kind of shade to be 
ready for the warm days, and the 
chickens will be more comfortable and 
thrive better.

leguminous 
plant is one that 
bears its seed iii a pod or legume. 
Cow'peas, velvet beans, alfalfa, peas, 
clover and vetches are examples of 
leguminous 
crops. 
The 
principal 
plant 
food 
that 
is lacking in most 
soils is nitrogen and these leguminous 
plants have the power of taking the 
free nitrogen from the air and making 
it available for plant use . in the litrl • 
warts railed tubercles, situated upon 
the roots of legumes, 
are 
bacteria 
that feed upon the nitrogen that is 
in the soil air. 
The nitrogen com­ 
pound made by these 
bacteria 
are 
then absorbed 
by 
the 
leguminous 
plants, 
lf these plants are plowed 
under in the field, the soil is enriched 
with the nitrogen that 
they 
have 
gathered while the plants themselves 
are 
of 
great food value. 
Nitrogen 
gathering plants 
have 
exceedingly 
long roots which tend to deepen the 
soil through their deep growing hab­ 
it. 
If the soil does not need nitrogen 
but does need humus, any non-nitro- 
genous crop may be plowed under. 
“Of all the leguminous crops red 
clover is the best for northern con­ 
ditions . Its deep root system with­ 
stands dry spells, loosens the soil and 
helps to bring plant food to the sur­ 
face . Cowpeas in the south take the 
place of the red clover of the north. 
They grow anywhere and easily flour­ 
ish until the frost kills them. 
The 
roots are always as deep as those of 
red clover and the plants thrive on 
poor soil if not 
too 
wet. 
Crimson 
clover is the third legume of import­ 
ance. 
The value of crimson clover 
lies in its ability to grow' late and to 
make good winter pasturage. 
“ Alfalfa is the best soil improving 
crop grown in arid lands and its cul­ 
ture is being rapidly 
extended 
to 
other areas . It is poor farm practice 
to always plow under crops that are 
worth harvesting. 
Usually it is bet­ 
ter to cut the clover or cowpeas for 
hay, feed them to 
the 
stock, 
and 
later return the manure to the land.”

“We had a telephone message from 
New Haven to the effect that a friend 
of Bradley had conversed with him in 
that city Monday.

friend. 
From wrhat was learned of 
the meeting Bradley was hailed as he 
left a street car. 
Has Been Playing Markets. 
“ Hello, old top. 
How' do you do?’ 
said the friend. 
“Bradley answered the greeting and 
talked for a few’ minutes. 
He made 
no request that his friend keep secret 
his presence in New’ Haven.” 
Bradley w’as

upon in the 
bank by his 
employers

Washington, D. C., Sept. 22.— More 
than 240 new game laws were enacted 
during 1915—a larger number than in 
liny previous year except 
1911, 
ac­ 
cording 
to 
Farmers’ 
Bulletin 692, 
“Game Laws for 1915." 
Forty-three 
states 
held 
regular 
legislative ses­ 
sions, and in all of these states ex- : 
cep! Arizona, Georgia and Nebraska 
some changes were made in ihe stat­ 
utes 
protecting 
game. 
The largest 
number of new game laws passed in 
any one state was 61, in North Caro­ 
lina; but in California, Connecticut, 
Maine, New Jersey, Oregon, Pennsyl­ 
vania 
and 
Wisconsin 
the 
number 
• I 11 f 
* O' 
reached ten or more. 
Several meas­ 
ures were vetoed, including a general 
game bill in Idaho, the first bill ap­ 
propriating the hunting license fund 
in Pennsylvania, 
a 
bill 
protecting 
bears in California, and three sections 
of the game bill in Washington. 


Harmonize 
State 
Laws. 
A number of bills were introduced 
for the purpose of harmonizing the 
state laws on migratory birds with 
the federal regulations. 
In at least 
nine states changes were made which 
brought the seasons into substantial 
agreement, viz: California, Connecti­ 
cut, Maine, Michigan, 
New 
Hamp­ 
shire, Tennessee and West Virginia. 
In Illinois the seasons for all migra­ 
tory birds except coot and waterfowl, 
and in Washington for the smaller 
shore birds, were made to conform 
with the regulations under the fed­ 
eral law. 
Uniformity 
was 
also se­ 
cured 
by 
provisions in the laws of 
Connecticut, 
Maine, 
New 
Mexico, 
North Dakota, Washington and Wis- 
uusin , prohibiting hunting between 
sunset 
and 
sunrise. 
On the other 
hand, Delaware adopted a resolution 
opposing the migratory bird law, and j 
Ohio and Khode Island,

waterfowl 
this year. 
Sustained Alien Hunting Laws. 
As a result of the decision of the 
supreme court of the United States on 
Fanuary 19, 1914, sustaining the alien 
hunting law of Pennsylvania, legisla­ 
tion prohibiting aliens from hunting! 


»r owning shotguns or rifles was en-j 
•ivied in at least four states—Massa­ 
chusetts, New Jersey, North Dakota 
and West Virginia—but certain excep- 
ions based on property qualifications 
were made in Massachusetts and New 
Jersey. 
Close seasons extending for several 
years were provided for certain kinds 
of big game and also for g^me birds, j 
Hunting mountain siieep was suspend- j 
ed in Idaho, Montana and Washington, 
and goats were protected until 1918 
in Montana.
